This is in consequence of a slight 
mix-up in Providence, where the per- 
mit for a similai' day has been re- 
voked by the police commission. The

does 
not 
claim 
any 


misappropriation 
of funds or any 


irregularity, ibut finds by an exam- 
ination of the books that money 
raised by tag day has been used to 
defray 
expenses of delegates and 


similar purposes. 
The Commission 


feela that this is not ona o£ the pur- 
poses for which Tag Day privileges 
in Providence should be extended. 


This is, of course, a matter of 


opinion, but the Newport Chapter 
officers thought it well to postpone 
their tag day for a week, of their own 
initiative, for the purpose of getting 
a better understanding of the situa- 
tion. Of course there are hundreds 
of people who would contribute as 
cheerfully for the purpose of allow- 
ing a disabled veteran to attend a 
meeting of his fellow-sufferers as for 
any other purpose. It is probable 
that when the tag day is finally held, 
a substantial sum will be realized in 
this city.

PORTSMOUTH OBJECTS 


A hearing was given before Judge 


Brown in the United States District 
Court in Providence on Thursday, on 
the motion of the Navy department to 
condemn certain lands in the town 
of Portsmouth for the purpose of in- 
creasing the water supply for the 
Bradford Fuel Station. Considerable 
opposition developed at the hearing 
and there are other parties to be 
heard later. 


The Town of Portsmouth put in an 


official objection because of the fact 
that a spring of water used by the 
public for many years, will be closed. 
Owners of land that it is proposed to 
take also objected because of the fact 
that to take away the water rights 
would greatly injure other property 
of the owners. 


Judge Brown allowed other parties 


in interest two weeks in which to file 
objections, and he will then set a 
date for a final hearing.

READY FOR ELECTION 


The machinery for the 
general 


election next Tuesday has been oiled 
up and wil! be in readiness when 
the polls open. The board ot canvass-, 
era have had some strenuous weeks, 
and their labors will not be over 
until the city election is completed 
and the votes counted after the first 
Tuesday in December. 
Then they 


will have an opportunity to rest up a 
little. 


Last Saturday was the last day 


for paying personal property taxes 
in order to qualify tho -persons to 
vote as taxpayers. 
When Collector 


Higbee closed his office that night 
there were more than one thousand 
persons who had not paid their per- 
sonal property taxes, lie then was 
obliged to make up a typewritcn list 
of these names and have them ready 
for the board of canvassers when 
they met* Monday forenoon for the 
final canvass of the voting lists. The 
board 
then ordered these 
names 


stricken from the personal property 
list and inserted on the registry vot- 
ers' section. This action was in 
accordance with a decision of the Su- 
preme Court that such persons were 
eligible to vote as registry voters, 
but not as taxpayers. To the indi- 
vidual voter this classification makes 
no difference whatever at the general 
election, as all classes of voters are 
eligible to vote for every name on the 
ticket. 
But at the city election in 


December, those who have not paid 
their personal property taxes cannot 
vote for aldermen and counciimen, 
but only for Mayor and school com- 
mittee. It is probable that a consid- 
erable number will pay up before 
that time and will be restored to the 
taxpayers' list. 


As soon as the final canvass was 


completed, the 
revised lists 
were 


sent to the Mercury 
Office to be 


printed, and it is a herculean task to 
make all the changes so that the lists 
will be ready for the politicians and 
others interested by Saturday. 


Sample ballots have been received 


from the Secretary of State and have 
been posted in various places where 
they can be inspected by the voters. 
It will be desirable for all to famil- 
iarize themselves with these ballots 
before entering the polling booths 
next Tuesday, as there are many pen- 
sons, to vote for. The candidates for 
the unexpired term of United States 
Senator Colt are on an entirely sep- 
arate ballot, although the names are 
the samo as for the full term on the 
general ballot. 


The usual polling, places have been 


designated by the board of canvass- 
ers, supervisors have been appointed, 
representing both great political par- 
ties, and other details have, been at- 
tended to. It looks as though there 
might be a very large vote cast next 
Tuesday. Three parties are making 
a great effort to stir up interest in 
behalf of their respective candidates, 
but aside from this there is a strong 
non-partisan effort underway to en- 
courage everybody to vote, regard- 
less of political affiliations. The size 
of the vote will depend largely upon 
the weather, as there are always 
some who will not come out unless 
the day is favorable. 


The rallies are not quite at an end, 


as there will be meetings on Satur- 
day, Sunday and Monday in a last 
minute effort to secure the advan- 
tage. This week there have been 
many open-air meetings by both par- 
ties in the hope of reaching those 
voters who will not take the trouble 
to attend the general meetings. 


Newport 
is certainly safe 
for 


Coolidge, and Congressman Burdick 
will roll up a large majority here. 
William F. Whitehouse is gaining 
new friends every day, and Sir. Jesse 
Metcalf made a strong impression 
here during his visit last week. In 
fact, it looks like an old time Repub- 
lican victory in Newport next Tues- 
day.

for traffic of all kinds after a hold-up 
of several weeks due to worn-out ma- 
chinery. Somo time ago it was found 
that-the draw could not be raised 
and lowered, and there was no ap- 
propriation 
available 
for repairs. 


Commissioner Henry C. Wilcox took 
the bull by the horns, and announced 
that the draw would remain closed so 
that vessels could not pass through 
the Seaconnet River. He we'll knew 
thfat the United States Engineers 
would not allow this'condition to ex- 
ist and that they woulti soon order 
the draw opened, with the result 
that the highway would be closed. 


This condition came, to the notice 


of Mr. J. K. Sullivan of this city, 
and he immediately announced his 
willingness to 
advance • the money 


necessary for repairs' in order to 
avert such a calamity to Newport. 
Commissioner 
Wilcox 
immediately 


placed his order; and tho repairs 
were made in quick time. The lack of 
funds was duo to the Democratic fil- 
ibuster in the Senate which has pre- 
vented the passage of the appropria- 
tion bill, and had it not been for the 
action of a private citizen, Newport 
would have been cut. off from high- 
y/ay transportation with the outer 
world. 


DR. GEORGE W. CUTTER 


Rev. George W. Cutter, D. D,., died 


quietly while asleep at his home in 
Arlington, Mass.,-on Friday night of 
last 
vveek. 
Although 
eighty-one 


years of age, he had been in usual 
health during the day and evening, 
and retired for the night apparently 
as well as usual. In the morning it 
was found that life was extinct. 


Dr. Cutter was minister of Chan- 


ning Memorial Church in this city 
for about ten years from 1889. 
He 


was a man of powerful intellect and 
a strong preacher. 
He was well 


known throughout the city, taking 
part in many activities outside his 
church. ' He was highly esteemed By 
all who knew him.

raa'n, who was its Headmaster dur- 
ing its infantile period, the school 
now occupies many valuable and 
handsome buildings on the heights 
overlooking the Second Beach, and 
new structures are going up every 
year. There are now under construc- 
tion the beautiful chapel, the gift of 
John 
Nicholas Brown, which will 


cost 
approximately a 
half-million 


dollars, and the new dormitory, tho 
gift of Vincent Astor, which also 
represents a large investment. The 
latter building will probably be ready 
for occupancy at the beginning of 
the next school year, but.tho former 
will not be completed until the spring 
of 1926. When these are done, the 
group of buildings will be very im- 
posing, and will be a landmark visible 
for many miles. 


The school has an experienced fac- 


ulty, several of the masters having 
been connected with this one institu- 
tion for many years. New Masters 
are added each year, and among_ the 
more recent number are several who 
are experienced athletes and devote 
considerable time to the various ath- 
letic activities of the school. 
The 


football team is putting up a game 
'fight tMs year, although greatly han- 
dicapped <by the fact that many of 
its experienced players were grad- 
uated last June. The annual contest 
with Middlesex School of Concord, 
Mass., v/ill be played on Wednesday, 
November 12th, and all the boys in 
the school are on the qui vive for 
this event.

'The ilny" riius'k, deer, due . to the 


perfumers''Hlleiirntji to satisfy the de- 
mands :of; (iifihlon, is. becoming very 
scarce In this mountainous, district, 
which.Is the world's single source of 
highest grade natural musk," nays 
Dr. Hock. 
"Growing scarcity of the 


deer led the lamns to restrict h'unllng. 
The musk sack, which Is about thu 
sl/e of a crnb apple, occurs on the 
belly of Ihe male of the species. Since 
there are nhonl five.females to every 
male, many must lie cuught lo secure 
a nnmll i|iiniillly of inngk. The trap's 
either' kill or fatally riin'lm all deer 
caught, so ,that huallng • reduces the 
number of potential reproducing mem- 
bers of the species very rapidly. 


Musk D«er Tiny Creaturei. 


"The musk deer : nre very Bmtill, 


approximately the size of a goat. 
When a male Is killed the sack Is re- 
moved and In Its-'natural state,' li 
wrapped In tin foM and'shipped In 
strong, .silk-covered boies. One reprc- 
Mntatlve of a French perfume, concern 
has'lived on the: border of Tlhet, for 
tWehty years for the sole purpose of 
buying musk from nsllve hunters'. Even 
at'the''source'of supply In this remote 
dlslrict, niusk Is very costly. 


"itusk Is a necessary element of 


nearly all high-grade perfumes," con- 
tinues, the bulletin.'. "Ordinarily tho_ 
laymen cnririot detect, it because It Is 
used''iuj.il baBc lo carry the more per- 
ishable and less penetrating floral, per- 
fumes, such as rose, lilac, violet and 
Illy of the valley. 
Tha-only other 


Eourc'c of nnfura) musk IB the Altai 
mountains In. mld-AfJn, hut Ihe, prod- 
uct from deer, of this range Is much 
Inferior to the Tuariing musk. 
Since 


Ihls scent has long been one of the 
essentials 'of perfume1 nnd'has always 
been cosily It was one of the Ural to 
be manufactured synthetically. 
But 


the manufactured grades now avail- 
able dn not measure up to the natural 
product and nrc only used In cheaper 
perfumes. Natural muak is snld to bn 
so penetrating and so capable of re- 
taining Its ntrength that nn Infinitesi- 
mal bit will scent a largo rooin for 
more than two years. 


"Despite the lamas' decree with Us 


terrible penalty there will probably lie 
some bootlegging In musk.. Increasing 
scarcity of the musk deer and the 
edict nre expected to combine, how- 
ever, to send prices' sky-high. 


• "innumerable (lower scents nre used 
by perfumers In their-art, but only 
four animal pertunies are regularly 
employed. . Scarcely could more di- 
verse creatures be conceived than Ihe 
four represented on the 
perfumer's 


shelves; nor more diverse habitats, nor 
more diverse corners of the earth as 
sourcs of supply. 


'''in addition lo the raunk deer there 


Is the- pot-whale of the Indian ocean, 
which supplies ambergris; the henver 
of Canada and Siberia, which supplies 
castor, and the civet cat of Abyssinia 
nnd India, which supplies civet. These 
animals represent the mountains, the. 
seas, the'tropical Jungles and Arctic 
ewamps. 


Fortunes In Ambergris. 


"Ambergris Is to the mariner what 


a huge gold nugget Is to a prospector. 
Its origin is somewhat obscure, hut It 
Is a fatty substance believed to be 
formed In the Intestines of Ihe pot- 
whale. Usually It Is found floating in 
the ocean or cast up on the shore; \ 
piece ns large as a mini's list Is re- 
garded ns n great find. Many nn old 
New England skipper dreamed of find- 
ing a piece of Rmhergrls nnd retiring 
from his stern calling to-a comfort- 
able fnrm In the New Kngland coun- 
tryside, for a 'nugget' of smbergrls 
Is worth a small fortune.

llorccriistlon Is the process of treat- 


ing cotton under tension <u « cauillc- 
soda 
solution, 
tlius preventing Us 


shrinkage and so giving It gloss, Tho 
yarn, after being washed and dried, 
Is put Into the caustic soda tor about 
fifteen minutes. Tlion It Is stretched 
back to It* original sb.*, and possibly 
agsln put through the caustic-soda so- 
lution under tension. While still be- 
ing stretched It Is washed In water 
coutnlnlnp ;i cliemio.-il; in most cases 
sulphuric add. 
This chemical coun- 


teracts :iny hi'.riiu'nl effect which the 
caustic soda might have on tho cloth 
and keeps It from stretching, says Iho 
Detroit News. 


Usually the material is bleached af- 


ter the mercerising, though tho order 
of the processes may be reversed. 
Finally It is dyed, singed and calen- 
dered. The yarns may be gassed be- 
fore they are merceriied, so that ends 
of the fibers ar« burned off. Calen- 
dering, on the other hand, Is merely 
passing Uie material under rollers, en- 
graved with fins line*, whldi so prosj 
Uie threads of the cloth that It re- 
flects the light and has high luster.

relics were discovered by L. Warner, 
archebloglsl of Harvard university, 
who has spent a year In Tibet. 


After nine months of infinite labor 


In the destroyed city of Kara Khoto, 
listed as.Edslna.In history, Warner 
obtained fresco paintings, specimens 
of architecture and sculptor's work 
representing the high-water mark of 
the Mongolian art of the Fifth cen- 
tury. 


These are far ahead of any thing Chi- 


nese artists of today can produce and 
are fairly comparable to the work of 
European artists. • 


The relics are being crated for ship- 


ment to Harvard university.

And of 
canal boats they knew but one sort— 
namely, the mule-hauled craft that 
came Into usa In the days of De Witt 
Clinton. That the Erie canal had gone 
Into the discard and been filled In 
meant nothing to them. That, In placfc 
of tlie old Erie canal, the Mohawk river 
had been dammed In a series of lakes 
for Mr-boat navigation meant aa HtUe 
to naylgalore as It still means to the 
general public. " 


The flrst'stage In the evolution of
